The students of McGill University' 
were yesterday given the unique pri- 
of hearing one of Britain's 
Empire builders. Sir Andrew 
is known throughout the 
world as one of the staunchest pil- 
lars in that galaxy of heroic figures 
which constitutes the government of i 
India. For no Icbs thun thirty-seven 
yearH did he serve the Crown in the 
most difficult of its possessions to 
I govern or control. 

About 500 students assembled in 
Molson's Hall yesterday at 5 o'clock 
to hear Sir Andrew. Among these 
was a large representation of CO-edS 
from Victoria College. Sir Andrew 
Fraser entered the Hall escorted by 
Dean Moyse, Rev. Dr. Johnston, and 
Mr. Stuart Ramsay, Prcsidtnt of the 
Students' Society. In introducing the 
speaker Dean Moyse regretted that; 
owing to the Junior Dunce It had | 
been impossible to secure the Union 
Hall in which it is customary to 
greet the distinguished visitors of 
the University. That Muse the Junior 
Da n ce enjoyed an all-powerful popul- 
arity in McQlll. The Hall in which 
McGill was listening to Sir Andrew 
WM the moat ancient In the Univer- 
sity, although It had unfortunately 



acquired the reputation of being a 
"den of torture" to fearful students. 
With reference to the guest of the 
meeting, Dean Moyse paid tome strik- 
ing tributes. As governor of the 
great province of the Indian Empire 
Sir Andrew hud toiled 1< ng and un- 
remittingly. The success which he had 
achieved was largely due to an un- 
erring insight into the psychology of 
man, Individually and collectively. 
The Dean felt that Bir Andrew's 
words might have considerable in- 
fluence In shaping the carcere of the 
embryo publicists and statesmen 
which are present in any gathering 
of McGill students. 

On rising to speak Sir Andrew 
Fraser was greeted with prolonged 
applause. He was very pleased and 
commenced his singularly Interesting 
discourse in a very happy vein. It 
I gave him great pleasure to be thus 
addressing an assemblage of young 
'people. He remembered quite dis- 
tinctly his own undergraduate days 
at Edinburgh when he felt "as great 
a respect for himself as he h a s now. •

BEST YEAR IN A DECADE- 
Ninctcen-eloven will undoubtedly go 
down in the uiuials of American ft-ot- 
bali history us the banner year in 
every way, The new rules which 
have been undergoing u process of 
revision for some years past ure now 
ut lust well understood. The gume 
has been freed from roughness. Muss 
plays have been rather diSCOUntcn 
anced, and the whole style slowly re- 
volutionized so that a gridiron strug- 
gle is u more spectacular affair than 
of yore. However, probably the most 
outstanding feature of the season is 
the renewal of the relationship be- 
tween the old rivals, Princeton and 
Harvard. The advent of this con- 
test has made it easier to pass judg- 
ment on the big eastern teams and 
to pick the college to which to award 
the laurels and the American football 
championship. These various circum- 
stances hake all combined to make 
the season the greatest in a decade. 
PRINCETON'S CHANCES. 
The triumph of Princeton over Har- 
vard may go a long way towards 
settling the championship this year. 
If the Tigers can beat Yale next 
Saturday the honors are theirs. 
Princeton's win over I'ortmouth last 
Saturday was rather of a fluky va- 
riety. The scote was 3 to 0 ami the 
Tigers' only tally came on an at- 
tempted field goal, Tl'e ball fell 
short about fifteen yards but hit the 
ground and bounded over the bar. 
Princeton w a s doped for an easy win 
but Dartmouth proved a worthy op- 
ponent. In White, the Tigers have 
unearthed the phenoni of the season. 
He Is fast, quick and difficult to bold 
and Yale will have to watch him 
carefully next Saturday. His wonder- 
ful 80 yard run for a touchdown in 
the Harvard game will never he for- 
gotten by those who were fortunate 
enough to witness it. 

YALE BEATS BROWN. 
The outstanding defeat of the 
season so far has been the humilia- 
tion of Yale at the hands of Army. 
Army won last year but Eli was out 
for revenge and her supporters were 
looking for a win. Yale took Brown 
into camp ut New Haven on Satur- 
day and so managed to keep in the 
running for the premier honors.
